Most of the refugees were sent 
to _ northeastern Vietnam.， They 
crossed into Yunnan Province by 
foot._ The reports said the 
Vietnamese _ authority first con- 
fiscated their properties, then sent 
them away from the city to work 
on piojects. The Chinese said that 
their personal belongings were 
robbed and they suffered discrim- 
inatory treatment by officials. 

More than a thousand small 
boats also carried Chinese refugees 
back to the China coast. They said 
Vietnam gunboats searched their 
vessels，took practically all the 
luggage on board，and，in some 
instances, fired on them . 

Many of the Chinese lived in 
Vietnam for generations， They 
fought alongside the Vietnamese 
in their wars against the Japanese， 
the French， and then the 
Americans， - 

Dozens of chartered airplanes 
also _ took hundreds of refugees 
from Ho Chi.Minh City (Saigon) 
to Hong Kong，The Vietnamese 
authority reportedly promised to 
allow those holdqing Taipei pass- 
ports to return to Taiwan， 
RATIONS 

In "one of the publishedq 
interviews，a refugee said the 
Chinese iD Vietnam were forced to 
take out Vietnamese citizenship，
